THE UPRISING NEAR SWATOW. 


The riot which originated at Wongkong, a 
large o ‘mmercia' centre n-ar Swatow, is asen- 
miog alarming proportions, The movement 
seems to have had its origin principslly in tha 
di-aff-oli-n of the peopl , engand red by the 
impesit on cf heavy likin duties ou +ugar, 
These daties wers imposed three years ago, bat 
reo-ntly something sppr:nching # state of 
famine bas b-en existing in the surrounding 
country, and the feeling against the extortions 
af tie offlcials has conseqaently been grestly 
accen!na'ed, Tha resentment has been foxtered 
xnd encouraged by the follow-rs of the revo- 
Intiouary lexder un Yat Sen, and tha pacple 
of th+ surrounding districts are now reported 
to be m-ssing under banners which represent the 
uprising as an Anti-Manohu reb-llion, The 
r-belx are distinguished by a sort of uniform, 
A piece of red cloth is worn on th ir arma and 
the queue is tied with white ribhon, 
bann re beir the character for “ Sun.”* : 

At Wonvkony there is a parmam nt garrison 
of 1,'0' soldiers At midnight on the 22nd a 
simultaneous attack is stated to have been made 
on the quarters of all the Civil : nd Military 
Officials in the place. The whole of the garrison 
is reported to h ve been asleep at; the time, 
and when they were srous-d they offered no 
opposition, A major and a few pafty fficers 
were killed and others taken prisoner. 

The robel leaders in the mornin ordered the 
merchants to open their shops and resume their 
dinary or business, but commanded the rice- 
merchants to sell the grain at 5 cents per 1} 
catties instead of 8 cents, : 

The Chinese Brigadier-General has since 
engaged the rebels at Chienchow, near Wong- 
kong. It is reported that the rebels had the 
best of the encounter. 

Telegrams were dispatched te Canton for 
reinforcements and the Awangtah’ sud’ Meefoo 
have b-en chartered by the Viceroy for the 
co vayance of thea troops.

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ASIATICS IN BRITISH COLONIES. 
are rere 
Daily Press, 27th May.) 

So far as can be judged bv recent reports 
the question of the treatment of Asiatics in 
the ‘Britie’ Colonies seems as far from a 
solution as ever. Vague hopes were 
entertained that some solution of the 
difficulty would be found through discussions 
at the Colonial Conference ; but the nature 
of the subject is such that it seems imposs- 
ible for any general understanding, which 
will he satisfactory and will prove of a 
workable nature, being arrived at. The 
~ difficulty ia accentuated very ‘much by the 
fact that the Colonies are 1 ot disposed to 
recognise any distinction between As:atics 
who happen to be British saltjects and 
those who are not. In one point of view 
this is of course justifiable It is not the 
potitical nationality that Colonists object 
to, but the individuals themselves. An 
Indian or a Chiraman is disliked not 
because he belongs to India or to China, 
hut because he belongs to w1ace who have 
different habits to Europeans and who:e 
mde cf Ife does not fit io with that of 
European Communities. But of course the 
chief objection to the Asiatic is that he is a 
severe competitor with Kuropeans in miny 
‘walks of life.. He keeps down the price— 
not of ‘‘usance’’—but of labour und of 
rode prt ofitsand is consequently a8 
unpopular in our Colonies as SHyLocK was 
in Venice. Unfurtunately in addition to 
this objectionto Lim, there is the undeniable 
fact that the habits of life of most Agiatics 
are not such as commend themselves {o the 
average white man. We may ignore the 
fact as we like, but fact it atill remains that 
an Asiatic element of any maguilude ina 
Colony -is usually a source of considerable 
trouble to the Authorities and of no little 
anooyance upon moral and often insanitary 
grounds to the community. In such cir- 
cumstances can we reasonably maintain that 
the Colonies are rot justified in pu'ting 
restrictions upon the advent of persons 
whom they consider likely to bea trouble 


to them and detrimeutalto their material | 


interests? Upon surely economical grounds 
the best in‘ormed persons will no duubt be 
of opinion that the Culonies are mistaken in 
their views—as cheap labour is probably 
the most important asset which any com- 
munity and especially a new communily 
can possess. But it is not likely that the 
working classes wit! whom the Asiatics 
compete, will regard the matter in this 
light, and the voice of the working manis 
all powerful in most of the Colonies, and 
has, therefore, to be taken as finally decid- 
ing the question, so long as the right 
of Colonies to complete sel!-goverument is 
recognised, as it must be, in the 
present day, as a fundamental principle. 
Tf, therefore; the Colonies set their backs up 
against the admission of Asiatics, it is 
certainly difficult to see low the Home 
Government can say thet. ‘ Nay.” 
‘There has heen no little feeling evoked 
. in England in consequenge of the ‘Transvaal 
passing a measure with ee to excluding 
Asiatics from that Colony and the course 
adojted is cons'dered to be a_ special 
grievance in respect to natives of India, 
who are British subjects. It seems to be 
overlooked that a precisely simiar measure 
wags long ago passed in the Cape Colony 
and is the law there at the pre-e.t time, 
There is, therefore, uothing special iu the 
action of the Transvaal, wod much tnore has 
been made of the matter than it really 
deservis. It is onlz one instanc: among 
many that Lave occurred of the asseriivn of 
inherent dislike which is felt in most Colonies 
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agniost persons of Asiat‘c birth settling 
down amongst them. This question is 
different in many respects fiom that of 
having Asiatics indentured to p:rform 
special work and under +pecial conditions, 
which, though a great dewl has been said 
against it, without in reality much reason, 
is on the whole the best and the most 
logical way in which such persons can be 
admitted. So long ag there is a real 
demand for Chinesa labour at the Rand 
mines it would manifestly he absurd to 
prohihit it under such rectriction as may 
ressonably be imposed. St is, however, a 
different thing to admit Asiatics into the 
C-lonies to settle down aud become an 
integral part of them, and it is to this that 
the Colomes very strongly object. The posi- 
tion of the Home Government in regard to 
the question is tnus & difficult one, It is, no 
doubt, a departure from r-oognised principles 
that any British subjects -as tle peopl: in 
India are—should be excluded from any 
Britikh Colony merely upon the ground of 
their colour. Thisis the form in which the 
matter is usually put, but it is not a true 
statement of the case ; and derives much of 
its force from being in the nature of a 
‘“eatehword.” In ove sense it is true; but 
in another very misle:ding. If the Indian 
were as much fairer as he is darker than 
Europeans he would be «qually objected 
to if he lived in the same way that he dees, 
had the same habits, was in the same degree 
unsuitable socially, and above all speat so 
little fur fuod and lodging tat he can 
compete most seriously with Europeans. 
The Colonies have manifestly the riht to 
at. least a full hearing as to whether 
such persons sbould be received as 
feliuw citizens, especially as when onca 
they begin to come, they son augment 
their numbers to a very con<iderable extent. 
The iden of totally excluding them may 
be considered guing too far in the present 
days of liberalism in resy-ect. to international 
-matters; but that their immigration must 
be regulated to some exten! will be cou- 
ceded by all, The practical question, there- 
fore, resulves itself into what extent 
‘exclusive measures may le Il-gitimately 
adopted—and this can ouly be left to the 
decision of each colony cencerned. As time 
! goes on it iy likely that the Colonies them- 
| selves. will take a more liberal view of the 
: subject than can be expected of them while 
‘ their own white population is comparatively 
| small. The demand for labour must always 
e large in countries which have to be 
develored and opened up—and they may 
find that the advantages to be obtained 
from meu who can do effective work in this 
direction. will in a great degree compensate 
for such disadvantages as attach to the 
presence ofan alien race. Iu the meantime, 
however, while ovinion ia the Cvlonies is 
such as it is at the present time, any 
attempt to furee them to act contrary. to 
their own convictions would be a serious 
mistake—and might ja some instances lead 
to so much ill-feeling as to threaten a dis- 
ruption from the central Authority. It will 
therefore, be wise for the Home Govern- 
ment, who may taturally take a different 
view of the subject to that entertained in 
the Colonies, to deal with due care ia this 
mutter and to leave it in the main to che 
decision of the Colonies them-elvez.

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_ TRADE AT NORTHERN PORTS. 


———_____-@—____——__— 
(Dai'y Press, 28th May.) | 

The first volume of Port Trade Statistics 
and Reports for 1906, issued by the 
Statistical Department of the Inspectorate 
General of Chinese Custoins, deals with 
Newehwang, Chinwangtao, Tientsin, Chefoo, 
and Kiaochow. ‘The Commissioner at New- 
chwang notes that there had been too 
great expectations of trade there. urge 
stocks of fureign goods accumulated, filling 
ell available godowns, und the demand 
from Manchuria failed to meet the flood of 
speculative supplies. He refers to feelings 
of “resentment” that followed, evidently 
meaning the charges that Japan was 
“ queering the pitch,’’ and he says of the 
Shanghai merchants who went to “ look 
see” that “unhappily, they did not 
go north of Moukden.” His verdict, in 
effect, is that the Japaness were guilty, but 
not responsible. “ Nobody : eed seriously be- 


>) 


lieve that there was perfect equality of . 


opp»rtunity, and that the most was not 
male of the excuse of military necessity ; 
but, after all, these had by compirigon a 
smail effect.” The primary cause was that 
at the end of 1905 the country was not 
realy to absorb the enormous cargoes offered. 
There had also heen “ speculation in native 
produce, by importatiou through alien 
and Vladivostock without payment of duty 
and (ia the case of the alien at lenst) 
with cheaper rates of curriage, by the 
extensive cre-lit allowed under the ‘ transfer 
money’ banking system,” but- the Cm- 
mission*r of Customs makes it clear that 
disappointment awaited the speculators if the 
Japanese had not been there at all. When 
the accumula’ed goods did percolate, and 
found their warket, the trouble was only 
juet beginning. No money was received: 


for them: ‘the high prices of native pro-- 


duce ruling a short time before were a 
temptatio:, and the proceeds of sales were 
invesied in beans, beancake, and oil at 
higher prices than were warranted, aad the 
buyers felt. obliged to hold their stocks 
rather than fuse loss. ‘The result was a 
deadlock.” The interior importers could 
not pry the Newchwang dealers, who could 
not pay the Shanghai s-l'ers, who again 
found theinselves unable to take delivery of 
the stuff stored at their end. Viladivosltock 
competition did not count for various 
reasons. For a time, “ goods from the 
south had the advantage,” but the supply 
was {00 lavish. Business throughout the 
summer, in foreign goods, was consequently 
dull, and the autumn prospects were killed 
by the aunouncement tbat Talien imports 
would be free so long as Viadivostock's 
‘were. For the future, given a settle- 
ment of these vexed questigns, Manchuria 
promises well. It is prosperous, getting 
setlled fast, with good cr8ps and 
communities growing bigger and richer. 
But though immigrants are settling, 
brigands coutinue unsettling, and there 
is suggestio, thet taxation is excessive. 
Talien bets Newchwang at present with 
better railway facilities, the rate per ton per 
mile from Newchwang being double the rate 
from Talien, and so it continues likely to 
get the cream of the trade. 

Tue Commigsioner at Tientsin dwells 
largely on the amazing urban developments 
there, building and populatiun alike pro- 
gresaing. There was a great increase in 
shipjing, a'so; aad “in all this growth— 
in suipping. trade, population, and building 
activity—it is the Ja; 138 who figure most 
promin-otly, the first full year of peace 
having witoesied a rema:kabl tarniag of 
their energies to cumtmercial couguest."’ 
Tientsin importers are tending to lguore 
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Shanghai aid dei] divect with abroad, and | 1895 the Korexa Goverameut had ordsined |hive bad thelr aie ch aco me aay Inn and deal diiect with abroad, and 
there was an increase of nearly nine million 
taels in the value of direct foreign imp rts. 
This el‘minaticn of the profit of the Shang. 
hai importer and of the expenses of lanuing, 
storing, aud reshipment at Shanghai must 
have enhanced the profits of the Tientsin 
importers. The trade of Northern Chili 
‘and; Manchuria piomises to make Chin- 
Wangtao an important port. At Chefoo, the 
Comroisgiover reports a thoroughly satis- 
factury year, and the prophecy tha: Chefoo's 
importance ended with the war hni been 
falsified. The Commissioner at Kiaochow 
has nothing but praise for the German 
arrangement which invited the Chinese 
Customs to function at T'singtau, in order to 
create und promote trade witn the hinter- 
Jand as well as a political rapprochement. 
It has now become, from x Customs pnt 
of view, the Hamburg of “the Orient, only 
the harbour area being “ free” Foreign 
trade increased nearsy fifty per cent., und the 
year on the whole was ‘ most satisinctury.” 

Merchants were sitisfied, though exchange 
fluctuation was agwinst them a: again-t 
others elsewhere. ** Anutler fenture deser- 
viog of record in this connection is the 
influx of Chinese. ‘Ie new arrangement 
bas inspired confidence in the stalii ity and 
future of the port, and is attracting artisan-, 

traders, und wealthy Chinese firms, which 
last, hitherto dealing with Chefio, have 
until now kept sloof from this place. 
During the year seven new Chirese and 
five German, Eaglish, and Japa: ese firms 
have opeued branches at [sir gtau, and its

JAPAN IN KOREA. 
(Daily Pres2, 29th May.) 

Perhaps owing to pers stent misrepre- 
sentations of conditions in Korea, made 
by persons whose prejudices are stronger 
than their sense of justice, the Japanese 
Residency General has authorized the 
publication of an official necount of tre 
work so far accomplished in the Peninsula. 
If this account erraon the optimistic side, it 
is no woree than the statements made by 
those who dislike and mistrust the Jupauese, 
which statements have in some cases fone 
beyond a!] reas n to blacken the admini-tra- 


tion. If poli:ically the Japanese have Leen 
strengthening their hoki on Korea, a 
suggestion none of Japan’s friends is 


concerned to deny, at least they bave been 
confertiug a good many compensatory 
ben: fits on that neglected land and people. 
Roads are being reconstructed. watecworks 
established, schools organized, hospi‘als 
rovided, a proper police system organized, 
w and order estublished, industry en- 
courased and® cor:uption — worse than 
Chinese g— routed out. Much has been 
accomplished already, in very little over two 
ee From the first instillmeut of the 
oin advanced agaist Customs securities, 
fifteen hundred thousand yeu were taken 
for the coustiuction of four high roads 
traversing regions of great promise, and the 
development likely to ensue is sufficient 
reason for the tixation of the various 
localities for the making of the tributary 
branch roads, The expeniture on wat-r- 
works at-Chemulpo and elsewhere means 
remuneralive enterprise, a good example 
for ‘he various communit es, and the hetter- 
ment of the ‘public heal-h. A foreign 
evucern holds a concession to pr: vide water- 
works for Seoul, which explains why a 
rbirt was y-t made at the capi'al. What 
education there was—dubbed ‘the 
Coujucian system '’—was in the hands of 
Village dominies, notwithsianding that in 
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1895 the Korean Goverom-not had orduin sd 
the iutroduction of primary schools on the 
western plan. Now Japanese teachers are 
busy instituting the ey+tem an well develojed 
in their own c-untry, without altempting to 
close the existing old-fashioved pl ces of 
learning. The reform that Koreans will take 
longest to appreciate, but which may be snid 
to have been the most imperative!y need d 
of all, is the organization of a police system. 
Japan i is generally believed, by those who 
have had «pportunities for genuine ohger- 
vation, !o have nothing now to learn from 
any nation in this respect; and if Korea’ 
gels as good a service as Japan enjoys, 
evildoers cannot expect to pro-per as they 
have done in the past At Present each of 
the thirteen provinces has its Polica Ad- 
visory Board, consisting of an Inspector, a 
Captain, aud a@ utimber of policemen. In 
wll there are 21 Insp ctors, 54 Captaing, 
46 Interpreters and 613 const :bles, (Japi- 
ng) and 22 I[-spectors, 65 captains, and 
ovér 2,000 Va rolmen (K. ereaus). Part. of 
this police r- form, iu its activity round the 
Palae, his ben misunderstood, The 
R yal Palace hus for long veen a “ rendez- 
vous of adventurers and couspirators,” 

“ Divini ig, fortune-t-lliny, and spirit-incant- 
ing found favour there and knaveg aud villain< 
ylott-d and intrigued within the very gates of 
the Ccurf, in o)-opera‘ion with tha vatign and 
foreign schemers without.

Haviay obtain:d [mperis] cone nt to the 
proporal, thea R-sident-Gen-ral forthwith 
orderd the Police A. visor to datail polioa 
officers at each of th» court gates to ke-p 
‘igorous watch and shut them against all: pes 
not possessing p rmits. At. th« same time the 
Resident. General appointed a Committee to 
deliberate on grave questions relating to the 
purification of the Court r measar-s to clear 
the pilace of obj-ctionable clam-ats infestiag 
the Linperial sarrouudings, and by pr mulgatiog 
the ‘Pala‘e Precincts Ordinance’ cansed 
spe ial pass-s to be issned ‘o p-rsong hiving 
legitimats business with the Cour!, ‘This was 
8 - extraordivary step to adopt; but it was 
unavoidable »s the only available plan to insure 
the saféty of the Imperial House and the peacs 
of the country.

The Colonial Secretary forwarded a letter 
with regard to the control of stores. Mr. E. W.

Wiog 
Lok Street, and Ng Wai, merchant, carrying on 
business in Hongkong. The Hon. Me. E. 
Pollock, K C., and Mr. H.G. « 8 throp (instruct- 
ed by Mr. A. G Jackson of Messrs. Johnson 
Stokes and Master) appeared for the plaintiff, 
and Mr. W. Slade (in-tracted by Mr. UG. K. 
Hall Brutton) represented the defendant. 

The statement of claim showed that plaintiff 
baka certain leasel.old properties in Hong 

ong from Kok Kum Yuk for 81!,009, but 
under an all: ged inden'ure of mortgage purpor- 
ting to have been made b+! ween the plaintiffa d 
the defendant. on or abeut 6th June 1905. the 
defendant claimed to be the morigag-eof the 
said premises, Plaintiff dened having sigued 
or executed the alleged indenture of mortgage, 
or having h-nded the title deeds r-lating to 
the premises to the defendant, aud be, therefore.

AN IND' MNITY CLAIM. 

Jadgment was delivered ‘in the action brought 
by Lam Sin Shang and She Wai Chang against 
Yik Tong to recover ‘1 581.94 bei -g money 
paid by plaintiffs as sureties for defendant on 
5th May, !9U5, on promissory note dated 5th 
August, 1:U4, amd made by the plaintiffs and 
defendant avd on» Ho Li Uho, in favour of the 
Int-rnational Banking Corporation, and as to 
$741.60, money paid, and in the alternative 
Lam Sin Chang claims the sum of $13,581.94 
under a deed of indemnity, dated 220d September 
19 5, made between Lam Sin Shang and the 
defendant. 

Mr. M. W. Flade (instructed by Mr. Wi kin 
son of M ssrs Wilkinson and Grist). appeared 
foc plaintiffs, and Hon Mr. H. B Pollock, K.C., 


in tructed by Mr. Dixon, of Mess s Hastings, 


and Hastings, appeared for the Defendant. 
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His ‘lonour said:— =: 

In this case O Yik Tong, the defendant, 
was security for Ho Li Cho, the compradore 
of the Chinese American Commercial Co., and 
it is admitted on the pleadings that he requested 
Lam Sin Shang, the plaintiff, to joia in the 
securityship. ex cating a deed of indemnity 
against all losses and charges which he mignt 
incur by becoming surety. The first questioa 
which is raised on the pleadings is as to the 
nature of the transaction which took place 
batween the Commercial Company, the 
International Bank, and Ho Li Cho whioh 
l-d up to the signing of the promissory 
notes around which this action turns, and 
compelled Ho L: Cho to come ti bis 
sureties a second time for assistance. The 
-videncs is clear thit the tarms of 
the agreement which was coms to were t:rms of 
setlament between the mo-ibund company aad 
their comprid»re of all quastions ou's'andiag 


between them: on the part of the Compiny in, 


respect of claims which ther w uld certaialy 
have made, rightly or wrongly, sgaiost their 
compradore in resp-ct of a quantity of g eds 
which for one reason or another the Chinese 
who had ordared them would not taka op: «od 
oa the p rt of the compradore, in resp:ot ofa 
caim he hal made fr wroogful terminoa- 
tion of his contract. This agreem-nt, beiag 
the winding up of Ho-Li Ch-’s comprad ore- 
ship, was, together with all tra sactions 
waterial to bringing about the agreement, 
part of the compradore's business, and, if 
occasion arese, came within the con'ract of sure- 
tyship, aud theref re also w-thin the contract of 
indemnity between the plaintiff and defeodant. 
‘The nature of the agreement was that Ho Li 
Cho should take over the goods for a certain 
sum, payable in three insta ments, represenved 


by three promissory notes at three. six 
and nine months, for about $1400. A 
fresh security was required by the bank 


to gaarantee the due payment ofthe pro- 
misgury not s: and the bank as agents for the 
Company were to band over the dock warrants 
which they held on behalf of the company, 
on being satis ed with the security offared. Not 
till this agreement was put through satisfac- 
torily can the compradoreship, or the security, 
or the indemn ty, be said t» have come to an 
end: nor could the plaintiff get back the deeds 
which he had deposited. Aoything, therefore, 
in the nature of a further agreement made with 
the same end in view, the terinivation of the 
compra loreship, must be in coutinuation of the 
first agreement, so long ag the original relations 
between the parties were maiatained. The 
mere signiny of the promissory notes which were 
e<sential to effect the abj ot which all parties 
had in view did not alter these relations; they 
took the place of the compradore’s security, but 
were covered by the indemnity; and therefore 
any lisbility which fell on the plaintiff by his 
being called upon to pay the promissory notes 
must be repaia to him by the defendant. But 
it was said that the position of the parties had 
occurred in connection with the signing 
of the promissory notes, Undoubiedly negotia- 
tions went on between all parties concerned 


and some others with a view to formin 
& partnership to buy these goods an 
start a business with them. If this had 


been carried through, and th® plaintff 
had joined the new firm, then undonb- 
tedly that would have put an end to the 
indemnity. Bat it fell through, and I cannot 
incorporate into what actually took place 


any of the ideas which were appropriate to - 


what it was hop-d by some would take place. 
Neither the firm nor any of the cognate ideas 
conuected with it came into being. Does the 
introduction of the additional security of the 
Cheung Yu Hong to the promissory notes 
make any difference? I ti ak not per se, 


as it was part of the arrangement 
come to for terminating the compradore- 
ship of Ho Li Cho, But it was stre- 
nuously contended that the Cheung Yu 
Hong were something more than parties to the 
transaction, as I have hitherto described it: 


that they were to have the warrants as security, 
which were ouly to be released as Ho Li Cho 
could redeem them by proceeds of the goods. 
If it had been proved satisfactorily, I think this 
might possibly have had the samseff-ct as the 
formation of the projected firm. But the faots 
‘ areagainst it, The bank certainly was no 
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party ‘to it, or they would never have 
handed the warrants over to Ho Li Cho; 
and this of itself negatives the existence of such 
AD arrangement, 
Ho Li Cho should have handed the warrants 
over 10 Wai Cheung the managing partner. of 
the Cheung Yu, merely for safe custody. But 
it would have been still niore curious, if they 
had been handed over to him as securities, for 
‘him to have treated them as hein fuct did. I 
am therefore of opinion that this contention 
fails; that the plaintiff ix entitled to judgment 
on his claim and also on the counter claim which 

is based on this contentien, with co ts,

An interesting action wag heard in which the 
plaintiffs were Messrs. Price and Co., wine 
merchants, and tha defendants J. H. Oxberry, 
Youig Hee and J.T, Cotton. The plaintiffs 
suad for $330.5 balance due on gonds sold and 
delivered from July, 15th 12 6, to October 
9th, 1916. Mr. P. M. Hodgson, from ths 
ofice of Messrs. Ewang and Harston, 
appeared for plain‘iffs; Mr. F. X. d'Almada 
appwared for the fir-t defendant, Mc Otto 
Kong Sing for tha sacond, and Mr. RB. A. 
Harding for the third, 

His Hooour (to Mr, Harding)—Yon are 
the Buffalo man ? 

Mr. odgyon—They are all 
(Laugh ‘er ) : 

Mr. Harding—I am for Cotton. 

Mr. Hodgson explain d that the defendants 
were sued o1 their own behalf and 
on behalf of the membars of tis Rayal 
Antediluvian Order of Kuffaloes, The original 
bill amounted to $53135, but this hal been 
educ-d by small payments and allowance for 
goods returned. During the period from July 
1905 to October 19 6 the defendants wars 
members of the cub and office-bearers, The 
Ciub became defaoct on 9th October, and a 
meeting of cr ditocs was held. 

His Honour—Js it in liquidation ? 

Mr. tto Kong Sing—1t is in liqnidation so 
far as an uoregistered club oin ba.

An ussisfant from Messrs. rice and Com- 
pany st:ted that the goods were supplied 
on chits signed by members of the club, bat in 
October of last year the office-bearers issued a 
circular slating (hat owing to the unsatisfactory 
state of the Club's affairs there should be 
placed befora the creditors. A meeting of 
creditors was called, at’ which the Chairman 
stated that the assets were slightly under the 
liabilities, about $39 or $49, and the question 
was whether the matter sxhonid be allowed to 
stand over fur some time or whether the matter 
should be pat in the hands of the creditors, 
The creditors d-clined to let the matter 
stand over and after discussion two office bearers 
of the club were appointed to collect 
moneys dus and pay the debts. Messrs. 
Cotton and Goldenbsrg were appointed, and it 
was stated by the Chairman that the club would 
see that the creditors were paid. 

Crogs-examined by Mr. d’Almada, Mr. 
Oxberry said he would be responsible for the 
deficiency. By Mr. Ott» Koug Sing—-I was 
told that Young Hee ceased to ba treasurer of 
the club at the end of 1905. By Mr. -.ardiog 
—I was a member of the clab for a few 
months. 

Charles Bond, manager of the R. E. Institute, 
said he became a member of the BR. A. O. B. 
in September or October, 1905 at which time 
(he treasurer was Mr. Young Hee. Witness 
atlended the meeting of creditors and corrobo- 
rated what the previous witness said took place 
then. The Chairman stated on that occasion 
that the committee would see that none of the 
creditors went short of their money. 

His Honour— Were you on the committee ? 

Witness— Yes, at that time, 
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His Honour—Were you willing to put your 
hand in your pocket P 

Witness—I was a creditor, (Laughter.) 

This concluded the case for the plaintiffs, 

Mr. Oxberry went into the witness box and 
denied ever having pledged his personal credit 
for the supply of liquors to the club. He was 
present at the meeting of oreditore. 

Cross-examined— At one time I was president 
of the club. 

Rseramined—[ paid for the wines I had at 
the club. I am not indebted to the olub. 

Mr. Young Hee denied having ordared goods 
from plaintiffs for the club after July, 1905. 
He was treasurer of th: club up to the ed of 
19°35. He prepared a statement showing that 
the assets of tha olub exceeded the liabilities by 
several hundred dollars, 

Mr. Cotten said ha took over treasurership 
from the previous wituess and received 16 cents 
(laughter) from him as representing the 
balance in haud. When tha olnb became 
defunct the prop: rtv was sold by auction, but of 
the proceeds about $2 () had to ba deduoted for 
rent, so that he actual'y received abou! $57, out 
of which he paid $47 to the Robinson Company 
for the piano. 

His Honour—What abont the $9?

Mr. P. W. Goldring (of Messrs Goldring 
and Barlow) appeared for the applicant, Mr. 
K. J. Grist (of Massrs. Wilkinson and Grist) 
appeared on behalf of Mra. O iver, of the New 
Travellers’ Hotel, to oppose the application, also 
Mr. C. F. Dixon (of Megsrs. Hastings and 
Hastings) who represented a number of Chinesa

The report of the Superintendent of the ; 
prison, for the year 1906. shows that the total ; 


number of prisoners rec ived into prisen during 
the year and the corresponding numbers for 
tha year 19'5 were 5,799 for 1916 and 6,227 
for 1905. There was thus a decrease of 428 
on the total number of admissions as compared 
with the previous year, In consequence of the 
opening of the Military Prison at the 
beginning of the year vo Europ3an Courts- 
Martial prisoners have been received into 
this prison during the year under review. 
The number of prisoners admitted lo ths prison 
in 1906 for offences not of a criminal oature 
was 3 224, and 62 per cent of tha total admissions 
to prison were for non-criminal off-nces. The 
following table shows the number of prisoners 
committed to prison without the option of fines 
and in default of payment of fines :—

There were 81 juveniles admitted into the 
prison, 33 of whom were sentenced to be 
whipped in addition to various terms of 
imprisonment varying from twenty-four hours’ 
detention to one month's imprisonment with 
hard labour. Tha percentage of convicted 
prisoners admitted to prison with previous 
convictions recorded against them was 13.00 
as compared with 3.50 for the year 1905; of these 
I find that four men represent 20 convictions, 
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The number of convictions from the New 
Territories was 152 against 16Y for the previous 
year. There were 627 punishments awarded for 
breaches of prison discipline being an ave 

of 1.21 per prisoner, against 1,029 in the 
preceding year, and two prisoners were sentenced 
to be whipped with the birch by the Assistant 
Superintendent. No escapes or attempt to 


escape occurred. In the month of Mays long. 


sentenced prisoner employed in the sboemakers’ 
shop fatally stabbed a fellow prisoner for which 
h was subsequently tried and hanged. There 
were 18 deaths from natural causes, one murder, 
four executions and two births Bleven pri- 
sonore wera relessed on medicul grounds, Hard 
labour, Ist class, was enforced by means of crank, 
shut, atd stone-carrying. Satisfactory pro- 
vress bas been made in the various industries in 
{ha prison during the year, There were 
3,497,620 forms printed and issued and 15,672 
books bound during the year un'‘er review. 
The rules and regulations for the government 
of the prigons have been duly carried out, The 
complete separation of new from old offenders 
bas been observed and the low number of pri- 
sonersin custody has rendered possible striot 
compliance with the rules relating to juveniles, 
debtors and remand prisoners. The sanitary 
condition of the prisonsis good, The applixnces 
for use in case of fire are sufficient and in good 
working order, Tha conduct of the Staff 


throughout the year has been good. *

The SEcRETARY having read the notice 
calling the meeting, the minutes of the last 
meeting were confi: med. 

The CHarRmAN said—Gen(lomen. the report 
and accounts having been in your hands for some 
days I will, with yoar permission, take them as 
read. Before proposing their adoption { will 
offer a few remaiks on those more important 
points which have engaged the attention of the 
Committee duriog the past twelve months. 
Some of these are what might be described as 
“hardy annuals" reappearing regularly with 
great persistency. Unfortunately they do not

However in some directions we are glad to be 
able to see that very material progress has been 
Chief 
among these comes the projected railway scheme 
from Hongkong which we trust will before long 
link us with the furthermost parts of the 
Empire and ultimately direct with Europ. A 
ecouaiant bas been mada with the construction of 
the line in British Territory and while we are 
glad to learn that at last the construction of tha 
extension line toxCanton has been definitely 
arranged, we are also, we believe, justified in 
hoping that the difficulties which formerly 
existed as to a eatisfact ry working agreement 
between the two sections of the railway from 
Kowloon Penin-ula to Canton will shortly be 
removed and that before long a definite agree- 
ment will be come to between those concerned 
in these various ventures. We are glad to 
learn that the loan of £1,500,C00 for the 
construction of the extension of the line to 
Canton was subscribed several times over on 
issue in London. Ag regards Nanning it has, 
after many years agitation, at last been thrown 
open to foreign trade and it is satisfactory to 
know that. from the outset the city as weil as 
the foreign settlement will be included in the 
likin free area. Weichow, on the East River 
should also be added to the list of foreign 
trading ports as provided for under the terms 
of .the Mackay Treaty. We believe that 
the opening .of these important inland 
trade centres will benefit Chinese and foreigrers 
alike and we would like to see this policy ex- 
tended in the igterests of all concerned in 
enlarging the trade of China. The question of 
currency reform in China has again engaged 
the attention of the Committee and for a third 
time in the last four years this Chamber has 
joined with Shanghai and Tientsin in a joint 
memoral to the Bi; lomatic Body on the subject, 
and we hope that at length some definite steps 
will be faken to place this most important 
matter.on a sounder basis I would mention 
that during the past week a despatch bas been 
sent to the Colonial Secretary asking his 
Excellency the Cfiicer Administering the 
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CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


visiting this Port. This overcrowding has in 
part been relieved by the withdrawal of s0 many 
of our larger vessels from the China Squadron 
and also by an agreement recently arrived at 
between the lata Acting arboar Master, Lient. 
Peckwith, R.N., on behalf of the Colony and 
the Naval Authorities whereby a readjnstment 
has been made of a portion of the harbour 
formerly reserved for the use of H. M. vessels. 
This has resulted in its haing possihle to relay 
some of the permanent moorings and by placing 
them ata greater distance spart has made 
them available for the largest steamera visit- 
ing this harbour, This scheme was inaugn- 
rated by our late Harbour Master (‘aptain 
Barnes- Lawrence, and we are much indebted 
to all those concerned in bringing about this 
improvement ia our facilities for berthing large 
vessela, The long-delayed ‘‘olonial Conference 
‘as now been held in London and as we learn 
that the representatives wera determined to 
do good work and appear to have met in a 
spirit of cordial goodwill and desire to benefit. 
the Empire at. large we trust that great good 
may result from their labours. We await 
with interest a detailed report of the proceed-

America. “Ve feel that in this matter British 
shipowners should be able under  reason- 
able restrictions, to compete with other | 
owners in what may in time prove to be a 
very large and valuable branch of our pas- 
serger trade. Jn order to do this it is neces- 
sary for the existing regulations to be 
revised so that contract labour can be curried 
for voyages of more than 3) days duration, 
and to countries other than Brit’sh possessions. 
We suggested that a proviso should bs made 
that the labour be carried under mu'ual 
agreement between the Governments of the 
country from which the labourers come and 
that to which they were bound. The matter 
has beea duly represented through H.'E. the 
Governor but we regret to tind that up to the 
present H. M, Government decline to entertain 


‘vessels in the 


the Admiralty. There is however one point on 
which I think I may ventare to express an 
opinion. TI refer to the present system of 
concentration which results in practically the 
whole of the Navy being constantly collected 
together in large fleets. This policy is no 
doubt a wise one and must ensnre greater 
efficiency should these fleeta be called upon to 
defend the country, but it does appear to me 
that local needs are being unduly sacrificed 
to the one conception. ot only are we 
not increasing the namber of our smaller 
more distant parta of 
the world where their presence is urgently 
required, more articularly in the waterways 
of Chins, but the White E has almost 
disappeared from some of the Seas. Through- 
out the whole of the Pacific only two small 
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vessels are to be seen. showing the flag which 
for veais’ bas been the symbol of peace and 
safety for all nationalilies trading in 
waters, It ig quite true that in 
of war these small vessels might 
to be abandoned, and in ace 
cost something in upkeép, but surely 
against-this we have the advantage which 
must acorue to the service, of having such a 
{raining sochocl for young officers who while 
learning their profession avd the waters they 
navigate will acquire also the great lesson of 
responsibility and of how to act on their own 
jnitiation when suddenly called upon to do go. 
_ Men go-trained must, we would think, prove a 
valuable asset in war time and the money so 
spent on these small vessels would prove a good 
investment. Added to thistheir moral effect upon 
outlying peoples would be of great henefit as 
symbols of the power they represent in protect- 
ing the development of our trade on peaceful 
lines. Shortly after our laat annual meeting we 
had to deplore the dreadful catastrophe which 
bad befa]len upon our sister port on the far side 
af the Pacific and in view of the very close 
relations which exist he({ween San Francisco 
and Hongkong telegraphed our condolence in 
the name of the community. Since then wa 
have had our own disaster. The tarrible storm 
of the }8th September last will long remain in 
our memories, and we tinst it will always 
remain as the most devastuting one on record in 
. this Colony. I do not wish to enter upon a 
controversial question so will dono more than 
express (he hope that at lexat one result of this 
storm will be an improvement, where it is poss- 
ihle to effect it, in our system of atorm warnings. 
We all much appreciate the kindly messages of 
svmpathy whish reached us from all nationalities 
including a message from His Gracious Majesty. 
Offers of help were generously proferred bnt 
it was rightly dec‘ded ttat in such a matter the 
Colony should stand on its own feet, gratefully 
declining the assistance so readily and sym- 
pathetically tendered. The appeal for funds to 
help thoge who suffered lors was most generously 
responded to in the (‘,lony and once more 
serves to show the feeling of kindly :ympathy 
and unity existing amongst the numerous 
nationalities forming our trading (‘ommanity 
The Typhoon report and accounts which have 
so recently bean publixhed showing the good 
work accomplished with the aid of the Relief 
Fund demonstrate how urgently assistance was 
needed, Thia assistance has, we trust, reachzd 
all those deserving of it. It is very satisfactory 
to note that the Government will at the earliest 
pessible date proceed with the construction 
of that larger refuge for small craft which is 
zo urgently required and for which this 
Chamber has so often petitioned in the past. 

The Chamber of Commerce accounts attached 
to the report do not call for any special com- 
went, It is however satisfactory to be able 
to report’ that since the-closing of these 
accounts for the first time in many years some 
small payments have beea made from the 
Pinnacle Rock Fund through the “ommander 
of H. M. Surveying Vessel “ Waterwitch.” 
We would like to see more use made of this 
fund, the existence of which is personally 
brought to the notice of the Naval Authorities 
when opportunity offers. With regard to the 
finances of the Chamber generally it is perbaps 
as well thatwe should be reminded that while 
these are in a satisfactory condition, ovr 
revenue is hardly stable, as it varies from year 
to year. The necessity for an ampl> reserve 
fund was clearly demonstrated last year when 
in the one case of the Saévam piracy 
alone, a very considerable expenditure was 
incurred in telegrams, despatches amount- 
ing in all to some $900. Before I take 
my seat -I must refer to some of the 
changes which have taken :

Srr,—You are no doubt aware that during 
the past four years the Chambers of Commerce 
of Hongkong, Shanghai and Tientsio have sent 
two joint Memorials to the Doyan of the 
Diplomatic Corps at Peking urging upon the 
Foreign Representatives the necessity in direct 
ing the attention of the Imperial Chinesa 
Government to the unsatisfactory condition of 
the currency of the Empire, and the orying 
need which exists for thorough reform as a first 
step towards placing the finances of China on a 


satisfactory footing. 


August 1993 and 12th Ssptembar 1904, 

In spite of the represdntations which have re- 
peatediy (been mad3 on the subject to the 
Imperial Government, no real step towards 
reform has as yet been taken, and thes Chambers 
of Commerce have therefore decided to send a 
farther memorial to Peking, the draft of whioh 
has been agreed upon. 

I now beg to hand yon copy of this Memorial 
already sigaed here and which has now been 
forwarded to Shanghai for signature. 

copy of the Memorial will also be sent 
direct to each of the Foreign Ministers at Peking 

It is understood that His Excellency the 
Officer Administering the Government hag al- 
ready taken up the yaastion of currency reform 
and [ have now the honour on behalf of this 
he will specially 
bring the matter to the notice of the Right 
Honourable the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, as not only is our trade with China 
seriously affected by the present deplorable 
condition of China's currency, bat the local 
industries of this Colony and our dai} “trade 
and retail business in like manner suffer from 
an excess of depreciated, subsidiary coins which 
it is imposible to exclade from the Colony. 

In the opinion of the Committea of this 
Chamber the first step towards reform is to 
place the whole of the mints under {mperial 
control and to put an end ag promptly as 
possible to the issuing of coins or bank notes 
by the Provincial authorities. 

These local Authorities, as a rule, would 
seem to bs wholly ignorant of the first princi- 
ples of Imperial finance for they apparently 
regard their mints chiefly as y t one more 
means of making money for themselves during 
their tenure of office, without regard to the dis.

Although these notes are issued at their face 
value, and on the reverse bear a copy of -the | 
proclamation dated tro years ago, to the effect | 
that the notes can be used in the payment. | 
of salt dues and other Government T'axes, and 
the upper part of the notes is printed an 
inscription to the effect that the notes are 
redeemable in subsidiary ooin. 

This ingoription which is now printed as part 
of the note is similar to. that stamped on the 
earlier issue of one dollar notes already referred 
to. : 

The effect of this is that there notes are 
‘actually certificates for the depreciated sub-idiary 
coin and do not represent their face value. 

It is worthy of special mention that the 
Provincial Authorities only accept these notes 
in payment of Land Taxes at the current 
discount on subsidiary coins, 

A few Kwang Tung Bilver dollars have in 
the past been issued but have now almost 
entirely disappeared, having been reminted 
into depreciated subsidiary ovins. It is now 
understood that the Provincial Authorities 
intend making a. new issue of dollars with a 
view, so itis reported, of raising revenue ; if 
this be the intention then either the weight or 
the fineness of the dollars will be reduced thus 
still further increasing the monetary confusion 

‘which already exists in China. 

I would here remind you that the fineness of 
the British collar is 900 and the weight 416 
grains. 

I would further beg to point out for the 
consideration of His Excellency that under the 
terms of the British Commarcial Treaty of 1902 
(Clause II) China entered into a specific under- 
standing that she should take the necessary 
steps to provide a national uniform coinage for 
the whole Empire. 

Not only was Great Britain the first Treaty 
Power to secure such an undertaking from 
China, but even up to the present date many of 
the other Governments have now thought fit 
to ask for such an agreement, It would there- 
fore appear to be the special right of the British 
Government to urge, and if necessary insist 
upon, the carrying out of the Clause in our 
treaty already referred to, thas conferring an 
inoalenlable benefit both upon China and all 
engaged in trade with that Empire. 

In conclusion I would bag to state that the 
Committes cf this Chamber does not advncate 
closing the local mints. more particularly those 
situated at any great distance from the Capital, 
but that they should be placed under direct 
Imperial control so that all the mints be work- 
ed in uniformity. eee:

Your Excellency, We, the undersigned 
Chambers of Commerce of Shanghai, Hong- 
kong, and Tientsin had the honour of addressing 
the Doyen of tha Diplomatic Corps, in Saptem- 
ber 1903, and September 194 on the question 
of a Uniform National Coinage for China. 


No materia! results being appareat we are ; 


again broaching the subject and have the honour 
to request that further representations be made 
{o the Ckinese Government through the 
Diplomatic Corps, as to the necessity of the 
foi mer carrying out her Treaty obligations. 

The disahilities under which the Country is 
labouring, owing to the fluctuations in the gold 
value of silver, and the apparent excessive 
coinage of ailver subsidiary coins and copper 
pieces which are already at a very heavy dis- 
count is evidence to all that the Chinese 
Government cannot be fully alive to the neces- 
si y of at once taking iv hand the establishment 
of a National Coinage. ; 

In conclusion wa respectfully beg that the 
Representatives of the Treaty Powers in 
Peking lose no time in urging upon the 
(‘binese Government the imperative necessity 
ofimmediately aking this matter io haod.

ANNUAL PRIZE DISTRIBUTION. 
The sonual prize distribution at Victoria 
_Pablic School was held on the 27th May, 
when Mra. F. H. May presented the prizes won 
"by pupils in the school and on the field of sport. 
She was supported on the platform at the heed 
~ of the rohool room by Mr. E. VD. C Wolfe, 
acting Inspector of Schouls and Mr. W. H. 
Williams, the head master. 

After a number of pleasing songs and 
recitations by the pupils, Mr. Wiliiams, before 
reading iis annual r- port thanked Mis. May 
for attending, and weloomed Mr. Wolfe, their 
inspector, Hoe th-n read the report in wiioh it 
was stated that there were no changes 

staff, Mrs. Wilkinson being in 
charge of the Infants and Lower School, 
Mrs. Morris with Standards ITI. and 1V. and 
the boys of the Upper Scuool under my 
taition. The Inspecteur of Sohonls reported in 
December ‘that the discipline was wry good. 
In order to allow the curriculum of ths Upper 
School to specialiss in the education of the 
older boys, no girls are now admitted to the 
Upper Schoo]. The school was opened 1 4 times 
during the year. While the average attendance 
shows an increase over the previous year, the 
regularity iu individual +ttendunoces slows a 
falling off, the excuses for absence being for tha 
greater p:rt of a trifliug nature like birthday 
parties. When there are so many olidays in 


and ihe means Of transport so easy. no excuse 
but that of illness should preve t parents from 
sending their ohildren ts school regularly and 
punctually. The attendance is po rer in the 
summer than in the winter montis as might 
be expected in a tropical climst>. The 
total expenditure under salaries aud other 
charges for the year amounted to $6.195, and 
the total amount received in school fees $1,439. 
The average monthly attendance for the vear 
under review being 43.2; the cost to the Gorern- 
ment per child per annum worls out at $110, 
approximately £11 sterling, a figure which is 
cons'derably higher than the average cost p-r 
echolar in our Anglo-Chinese Schools. Bearing 
the:e fivures in mind it is to be expected that 
British parents should obtain the maximum of 
benefit by sending their children to school 
regularly. ‘The dilapidat«d conditiou of the 
floor, walls and roof of the school necessitated 
constant repairs by the Public Works Depart- 
ment, the amount of expenditura incurred since 
the opening of the school being $1 742.18. 
The memorable typhoon of the ]8th September 
caugut us unprepared. The school being opened 
early, maps and diagrams and glass windows 
were scattered about ruthlessly. The older 
boys did their best to barricade, and on the 
whole we suffered little serious damage. New 
cement floirs have been put down in the 
schoolrooms. During the summer months | 
had to report on the inzanitary surroundings 
of the echool Malarial fever was prevalent 
and appreciably affected our attendance. 
Steps have since been taken to remove the 
swamps in the immediate vicinity and to prevent 
the dumping of refuse, while the drainage of 
the premis-s has been considerably improved by 
the Pablie Works Department. All the pupils 
of the Upper School contributed esssys for the 
Empire Day Esvay C mpetition between all 
Primary Schools of the British Empire. Last 
’ year’s subject was ‘The Chief Stages in the 
Growth of Greater Britain,” and, to assist the 
reading of the pupils, I gavea series of lessons 
on the history of our Colonies, illustrated by 
lantern views of life’and conditions in other 
countries of the Empire. Five of the essays 
handed in were authorized by the Inspector of 
Schools for dispatch to the Federal Council of 
the League. The results were very gratifying 
to the Victoria School as the following extract 
from Mrs. E. M. Ord Marshall’s (Hon. Sec. 
League of Empire) letter‘to the Hon. Colonial 
Seoretary of Hongkong shows—“ The essays 
submitted by the Victoria Sobool, Hongkong, 
are considered by the judges to have merit.

MEMORANDUM BY HON. MR. E. OSBORNE. 


Incorporated ‘with the Commission's report 
was the following memorandum : 

|. Having been a Member of the Sanitary 
B ard when the Public Health Ordinance was 
under discassion I am familiar with the 
controv-rsy that took place conovruing it, and 
for the reason that drastic measures seamed im- 
perative [, with o hers, agreed in the main 
with its provisions. = 

2. Teo years have intervened. The Ordin- 
ance has had fall aud fair trial, its provisioas 
have been enforced at a large saor.fice to the 
Uolony's material welfare notwithstanding 
which plagus has not disappeared, and I doubt 
Whether it has even diminished to any large 
extout. 

3. Under these circumstances the time hag 
surely arrived for a revisiou of our methods, 
unless evidence be forthcoming that the mes- 
sures legalised by the Pubsic Health Ordinanca 
have resulted in more good than is apparent on 
the surface, ‘ 

4. Tue abolition of cubicles renders it 
impossible for a fawily of small means to live 
in the Colony or it drives them to the use of 
curtains as partitions, which by reason of their 
filth are a worse evil thaa the old wooden onas, 

Leuggest a moditied form of cubicle be allow- 
ed, made of painted woodwork and glass (or iroa 
aod gla-s) raised from the floor and of suoh 
height as not to ex:lude light aud air. 

5. Te so calle 1 limewashiug entails expandi- 
ture by tenants (for tenauts pay in the 
long run) with no corresponding good, 
as the mixture slopped on to the walls 
is valueless except tq socentuate the sur- 
rounding dirt. It is, I believe, admitted 
to contain no disinfecting properties go that 
this expenditure, generally recognised as an 
ignorant mistake, is continued in violation of 
common sense, 

Compulsory limewashing should be abolished, 
and in its place I suggest that more effort be 
directed towards the destruction of rats, and 
ordinary cleanliness. Tho most effective method 
of destroying rats is to starve them in their 
rans, involving the removal of osilings and the 
effective closing of rans with cament mortar 
mix:d with broxen glass. There should b» no 
openings in walls on ground floors for rats to 
eater from streets and lanes. Drains from 
ground floors shoald not ba led through walls.as 
now, but through the door cill so that when the 
door is closed the rat is excluded. 
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Ordinary cleansing, I believe, to be the most 
effective preventive of plague. Short simple 
instructions should be posted in Chinese houses 
; requiring rat ruos to be closed and rooms 
cleansed, every hougst inspected, say, once a month 
ata fixed hour on a day, the contents of the room 
placed in the centre, obs ructions to light and 
air removed. The Inspector should examine 
- punctnally at the time appointed and grant a 
certificate that the room is clean. Following 
the Inspector should come the cleaning gangs 
to cleanse thosa floors which the Inspec or hs 
not passed, [ venture to say that if this 
procedure were adopted, within a few months 
there would be few floors Bre for the cleansing 
gangs !o deal with. , 

Tauks esat present (but more of (hem) should 
perambulate the streets daily containing plain 
boiling water for killing vermin by immersion 
of mats and trestles. 

6. ~ Regarding the concreting of floors and 
other structural repairs, I think, that after a 
house has been pnt in order a certificate should 
be given abeclving it from further Sauitary 
requirements for a period. 

7. Where no cubicles exist a larger numbar 
of persons might be allowed to occupy a room 
than is permitted by present regulations, 
The al owance of 50 feet of floor ar-a and 55!) 
cubio feet of air is excessive wh u it is considered 
that for eight months of the year the window 
and doors remaiu open day and night. 

8. Drains, as far as possible, should he 
abolished and surface channels substituted, 

9. Gratings to drain pipes shonld not be 
insisted upon as the tenants smash them as soon 
as they are fixed, 

10. Kitchen sinke are not used by Chinese, 
and should not ba required.

in 1901 they were overhauled, every rat and 
m use destroyed and every possibls breeding 
place filled up, since which the premises have 
been flooded with light and air daily and every 
floor cleansed about once a month. 

The effect of these measures has been that 
only one cace of plague bas occurred during six 
plague seagons, notwithstanding that the disease 
has raged in the neighbourhood, 

It takes me one hour per week to inspect 84 
floors (they are of cou se prepared for inspection) 
and although I do not suggest that the whole 
City cau be treated with the same thoroughnegs, 
I see no reason why similar methods in a modified 
form should not be adop‘ed. 

12. Hav-ng given considerable attention to 
the question of plague in connection with several 
thousands of employees [ claim to possess some 
knowledge of the subject from the Chinese 
point of view and I am convinced that only a 
proportion of plague cases comes within the 
knowledge of the Sanitary Authorities; indeed, 
asarule, only those unfortunates are reported 
who are without friends to send them out of the 
Colony and those whose home is in Hongkong. 

13. The Colony maintains a large staff whose 
efforts to cope with plague will never, in my 

- opinion, be successful without the co-operation 

of the Chinese ard this co-operation can only 
be obtained by giving the Chinese freedom to 
treat the sick in their own homes; and by 
applying existing regulations only in such 
instance where the people will not of their own 
accord keep their premises clean. 

‘She treatment of sick Chinese in their own 
homes was, I understand,’ tried experimentally 
under Sir Henry Blake's rézime and records 
shew that plague ran more or less through the 
who'e block of housesexperimented upon. ‘he 
deduction made from this is that the disease 
spread through the block in consequence of the 
first patients not having been isolated. The 
deduction which it seems to me may be made 
with equal justice is that in this instance the 
patients were not concealed and the real extent 
of the di-ease was for once made known. 

At one silting of the Commission, Mr. 
Osborne gave sworn testimony, as follows ;—

A.—Yos, I think ove Executive Enginear to 
do that work of both Departments, would ba 
preferable. Asa matter of fact. varions small 
jobs we do at the Kowloon wharves are very 
often finished before we got permission to do 
them. I get thec-ntract and the plans out, bunt 
cannot always wait for thea permission, If I 
did, I might wait indefinitely. 

The Chairman.— Your experience is that you 
don't get the plans passed, so promptly as they 
miglit be ? 

A.—No. 

Q.—How long do you have to wait on an 
average for small work, sma 1 repairs ? 

A.—We rarely get permission under a fort- 
night. 


MR. HOOPER’S APPENDIX. 


VITAL PART OF COMMISSION'S REPORT. 

The following excellent Historical Review of 
Sanitary Administration in the Colony appeared 
as Appendix No. 7 to the report of the 
Commission :— 

1. The earliest record of any sanitary 
administration of the Colony, is when the 
Sanitary question was taken up by the Govern- 
ment anda Committee of Public Health and 
Cleauliness was appointed in August, 1843, with 
authority .to enforce rigid sanitary rules 
amongst all classes of residents, but no effective 
measures were takeo. Those rules were snb- 
sequently forraulated by Ordinanoe 5 of 1844. 

2. Ordinance Number 14 of 1845 enacted inter 
\ alia that the oosnpier of premises sbould not 

allow the accumulation of filth or other offen- 
«sive substances withiu his premises. This was 
« followed in 1856 by an Ordinanca to regulate 

Chinese burials, and to prevent certain 
j nuisances, within the Colony of Hongkong as 
- follows, 

3. “Such of the Orders and Regulations of 
the General Board of Health established ia 
London under Authority of the Acts of Parlia- 
mont for the p'o‘ection of the Public Health, or 
any of (hem, as shall be from fime to time, by 
the Governor in Executive Council determined 
aud notified, with sach modifications thereof 
respectively as His Excellency in Conacil shall 
think fit to adopt, shall for such Time and to 
such Extent or with such Modifications as shall 
be so notified, extend to, and be enforced within 
-this Colony under the Authority of this Ordi- 
nance.” 

4, Under the Crdinanco of Order and Clean- 
liness 1866 the Governor was empowered to 
appoint a duly qualified Medical Practitioner to 
be Medical Inspector of the- Colony who shall 
perform such duties connected with the Sanitary 
state of the Colony as the Governor shall dir ct. 

5, Although the Ordinance was repealed in 
the following year the above section was re- 

.enacted ty the Amending Ordinance. 

6. The Medical Inspector appears to have 
had no direct staff ander him until 1873 when 
a Chinaman was appointed Scavenger for all 
Departments under Sarvey Department and 
this continued until 1878. 

7. In 1879. four European Inspectors were 
appointed to Survey Department. 
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Mr. Osbert Chadwick was commissioned to. 
make a Report on the Sanitation of the Colony, 
9. No further change seems to have ben 
made until 1883, when a Sanitary Department 
was created as a Sab Department of the Survey 


Department, under the directions of Mr. H. 
McCillam who was designated ‘ Sanitary 
Inspector ”. 


10. In the same year “ The Order and Clean- 
liness Amendment Ordinance” was passed 
whereby the Governor might covstilute a 
permanent Sanitary Board consisting of the 
Surveyor General, Registrar General, Colonial 
Surgeon and not lees than 2 other membars 
to b» appoiut-d by th: Governor, but as a 
mattar of fact the Board consisted of 8 
members. 

11. Mr. H. McCallom was Sanitary Inapector 
to the Sub Department of Public Works 
Department and was a member and Honorary 
Secretary to the Sanitary Ruard. 

12. The first appointment was a Medical 
Inspector. Mr. MoCallam was appointed a 
Savitary Inspector, The other Inspectors were 
Inspectors of Nui-ances. 

13. In 1837 the Board was «cmposed of the 
Surveyor General (Chairman), Registrar 
General, Colonial Surgeoo, Major Dempster 
(Adjutant of the Police), Massrs. McEwen, 
Munson, Ede, Ho Kai, H. McVallum (Secretary). 

‘4, Iv the latter part of the year 887 a new 
Public Health Bill was introduced into the 
Legislature and after the fullest discussions 
extending over some months it was passed bat 
by a suspending clause in the Ordinance it did 
not become law uoril it was notified that it was 
vot disallowe! by the Queen which notification 
was gazetted in May, 1888. 

15. This Ordinance was the first which gave 
the right to the public of electing any represen- 
tatives on the Board and (he important principle 
was admitted in the cennection of the Board 
by an unofficial majority, 

(6. The Ordinance enxoted that the Board 
should consist of the Surveyor General, 
Registrar General, Captain Superintendent of 
Police and the Colonial Surgeon and not more 
than 6 additional members, 4 of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor and 2 elected by the 
Ratepayers. - 

17. Lt is made evident the latter 6 should be 
non-official members as the last part of the 
same section says ‘non-official members of the 
Board shall bold office for 3 years”’. 

Thereby the unofficial mijority of members 
of the Board was provided for. 

18. In Committee of the Legislative Counci!, 
the Attorney General said:—“It must be 
remembared shat the nominee of the Governor 
when once he has accepted Office and is a 
member of the Boa'd is p:rfectly independent, 
and it must be born» in mind that the new 
Board will consist of only 4 official members 
aid six uzofficial members ”. 

19. Mr. McEwen said §there was nothing 
to prevent the Governor appointing say a 
Military wan and so it is not certuin that 
the unofficial element will predominate'’, to 
which His Excellency the Governor replied : 
—" With regard to the Military man, the 
Military generally have their own Board of 
Health and I do not think it usual—I won't 
asy it is against the law-- to appoint one 
belonging to the garrison to such a Board as 
this’, * : 

2). The Board from this time consisted of 10 
membe:s and was constituted as provided for by 
Ordinanze of 1887, 

21. In 1895 a new office was created, viz., that 
of Medical Officer of Health and ia April a Bill 
was introduced into the Legislative Council 
authorising the Governor in case there was no 
vacancy on the Board to appoint the Medical 
Officer of Health a member of the Sanitary 
Board. : 

22. This was strenuously opposed in th 
Council, and in support of the opposition Hon- 
ourab’e Mr. A. McConachie read the following 
quotation from the report of a Medical Com- 
mission appointed by the Governor to enquire 
into tha working of the Medical Dep:rtment of 
this Colony and which was received by the 
Governor on the previous day. 

“That the Medical Officer should be 
“adviser to the Governor on all Sanitary 
“ Matters through the Sanitary Board to 
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.yet no decision has been arrived at. 
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“which he should be attached and on which 
“he should occupy s seat. He should have 
“no vote, his duties on the Board being 
“purely of an advisory nature, it being 
“andesirable that be should enter into 
“discussion on points on which he should 
“ba called upon to advise, his dnties to 
“be of a similar nature to those laid down 
“by the B adford Corporation ard the 
“City of Leudo .” 

23, The Bill became Jaw and to mark their 
disa| proval of the Medical Officer of Health 
being added to the Hoard all the unofficial 
members of the Board except. one resigned. 

24. In the opening speech of the Session of 
the Legislative Council the Governor s-id he 
regretted to state there had ‘een some mis- 
understanding between the Govarnment and 
the unofficial members of the Sanitary Bourd in 
regard to the appointment of the Medical ()ffioer 
of Health * * * * ® Some opposition 
had been offered to his views in certain quarters 
and it is not improbable that. a compromise will 
eventually be suggested by the Secretary cf 
Btate but as yet no decision had been 


arrived at. In this uncertain state of 
affairs J was unwilling to assign any 
Gefinita ‘position to the newly appointed 


Medical ‘ fficer of Health as the Su ordinate 
of a Body which at any time might cease to 
ez at. . 

25. In the Legislative Council on the 14th 
December, 1895, the Honcurable Mr. T. H. 
Whitehead complain.d of the action of the 
Government in regard to the Sanitary Board, 
and of the protracted delay on the part of the 
Governm: nt in reconstruc ing the Brard on a 
proper basis. He ssid His Excellency the 
Governor in his openi: g address to the Counoil 
on 28th November, 1894, then sxid :—“ That a 
Sanitary Board, meeting once a fortnight, could 
proper! control and direct suoh a staff I do 
not believe, ard that four or five ind-pendent 
gentlemen could be found who have time 
and inclination to devote several hours daily 
to such a task ig beyond the bounds of 
possibility. I hope shortly to be in a position 
to inform you definitely what steps it has been 
decided to take to placo the Sanitary Board on 
a new basis.” A vear later at. the opening of 
the ~ession, His K xcellency made an explanation 
and stated, ‘Some opposition has been offered to

46, In accordance with this request Prefessor 
Simpson, M.D,, and Mr. Chadwick, C.F., came 
out and made their reports thereon, and to give 
effect to their recommendations, a New 
Ordinance was drafted and submitted to the 
Legislative Council. 

47, So far as the administration of the 
Sanilary Board was conc-rned this Bill proposed 
that whilst the B-ard should s:ill exist, there 
should be appointed an Officer of the Govern- 


ment to be' called “‘lhe Sanitary Com- 
missioner ”’. 

48. Tha following is an extract from 
Professor Simpson's Report dated 22nd 


December, 191), on the subject :— 

“The most noticeable feature in regard to 
sanitary matte s in Hongkong is thet no one is 
responsible. Independence of action hy 
different vffieears and absence of co-ordination 
tend to spasmodic action and inefficiency.

58. The Government thereupon withdrew the 
Bill and on 6th November substituted another 
therefor which was read a second time on 27th 
November. = : 

54, The Attorney General said in moving the 
second reading of the Bill “That the original 
Bill as introduced was the produca of Messrs. 
Chadwick, Simpson and Clark. Every word of 
it was placed there by themselves. So much was 
the Bill criticised by the architects and by 

raons who were affeoted by the Bill such as 
andlords and others that this Government felt 
that the Bill could not be forced through the 
Council without the criticisms being considered. 
In considering them the Government found 
many usefal and valuible suggestions which 
they have thought it right to adopt and give 
’ effect to"” 


55. One of the most obnorions clauses in the 
j origival Biil was the proposed appointment of 
the Sanitary Commissioner and te petition 
drew particular attention to that part in 
paragraph 8 as follows: — 

/6. “Another important matter of principle 
‘ig the question of tha expediency of giving to 
“one Officer of tha Sanitary Bard—the pro- 
“posed Sanitary Commissioner—sach larga upd 
‘arbilrary powers as the Bill contsins—with an 
“ideal mau whos) successors at Jeast could not 
“be assured a despotic system may be the most 
“convenient as otherwise it is certainly the 
“worst. Your petitioners urge that all 
‘important discretionary matters whereof none 
“would parmit a reference to the Board m- y be 
“so referred and that the functions of the 
““Commissiocer if snch an officer is to be 
“app-inted may be exercised under the cintrol 
‘of the Board restricted to paints of detail and 
“routine. Further as it is intended the Cam. 
“missioner shall be a medical man, Your 
* Petitioners submit that he should at any rate 
“be relieved from all such work as pecially 
‘falls within the provinces of the Civil Engin-er 
“and Architect.” 

57. In the new Bill which afterwards hecama 
law, the proposed ercation of the new office of 
Sanitary Commi-siouer was deleted 

58. This deletion was quite approved of br 
the Principal Civil Medical Ufficer (Dr. 
Atkinson) who was averse to the creation of 
sttch office. 

59, His reazors for the non-approrsl of the 
apnointment were that they wished to appoint a 
medical man whom he thought won!'d not bare 
sufficient knowledge (to fulfil all the require- 
ments of this office—rather than to the office 
itself. Hedid not think a medical man who waa 
a stranger to the Colony should have these 
powers. 

6", It is an open secret that. Dr. Clark who 
liad been Medical Officer of H-alth since Juue 
1895 (7 years) is the medical man Dr. Atkinson 
refars to, and Professor Simpson in his Repor: 
said Dr. Clark’s kuowledge- of Sanitary require. 
ments of Hongkong is unrivalled. ~ 

61. Considering that the proposed Sanitary 
Commissioner was to have beeu tha administra. 
tive officer aud to ba responsible to the 
Government for the efficient working of the 
Depa'tment, it isa little difficult to reconcile 
Dr. Atkinson's objections to the office when he 
recommends {o the Government the creation of 
a Sanitary Department of which he accents the 
position of. Administrative Head. 

62. The Biil was fully debated and one thing 
that the unofficial members of the Legislative 
Council called prominent attention to, was the 
constant introduction of fresh Legislation on 
‘Sanitary matters— no fewer than 23 Ordinances 
relatiog {o Building and Sanitation having baen 
passe within 15 years. The Honourable M-. 
C.. 8. Sharp (Chamber of Commerce) said one 
thing be fell sure the Community ardently 
desired to arrive at in regard to these matters if 
possible was some sort of finality in regard to 
such legislation as continual introduction of 
fresh legislation baaring on the same subject 
cannot fail to bave and does have the effect of 
crealing misgivinss and great uncertainty in 
the mind of the publio which must ba bad for the 
place and its prosperity: 

63. Mr, Chadwick said the Draft Ordinance 
which he draw up had for its object the 
avoidance of the necessity for further Sanitary 
Legislation fcr the next few years. 

64. His Excellency suid he earnestly hoped 
the Bill would go through, and he hoped they 
would find some finality in this necessary 
legislation on Sanilary mutters and that the 
result wou'd te w at they all hoped, beneficial to 
the Colony. Notwithstanding this statement 
as to the finality of Legislation by this 
Crdinance which became law 2lat February, 
19038, and the notification of the King's non- 
disallowance of sime in Government Gazette 
29th August, 1903. 

65. On 19th S ovember, 1903, the Government 
introduced an OUrdinance No. 23 of 1903 to 
amend the Public Health and Buildings 
Ordinance Number 1 of 1903 and amongst its 
provisions were sume which altered the whole 
character of the sanitary administration by the 
creation of a Sanitary Department, and thereby 
gave the Principal Civil Medical Officer the 
direct administration by holding him direotly 
responsible, which the Attorney-General said 
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at the time he was not, boomss ho had no 
authority when he shoald have it and that 
although a Sinitary Dapartment did then exist 
it was proposed to reo ignise it by statute. 

66. The Bill becams law 19th Dasembor 1903. 
This was practically the death knell and extino- 
tion of the autho ity to administer the laws by 
the Sanitary Board and reduced it to a 
department controlled by the Government 
through the Principal Civil Medical Officer and 
thereby nullified the public wishes as exprasised 
in the plebiscite and approved by the Secretary 
of State that the canitary Liws should be 
administered by a Board having an unofficial 
majority.

THE DISTURBANCES AT PAKHOI. 


DAMAGE TO MISSIUN PROPERTY, 


The latest mail news from the Church 
Missionary Society at Pakhoi, received this 
week by the Venerable Archdeacon. Banister, 
states that two cffloial despetches have been for- 
wardad to the Mission by the British Consul in 
regard to the uasettled afate of the gountry. 
The Consul’s frat intimation was that all foreign 
missionaries must return at once to Pakhoi from 
Yamcohow and Lingsban, and be wished to know 
the number of converts in these two places. In 
a second letter the Consul stated that ho had 
requested the Prefeo: to proteet the Mission's 
property in Linchow. He also reques ed Mr, 
Wicks to return to Pakhoi for the present. The 
Prefect admitted to the (Customs that 
while there was no immediate daoger 
there wight beat any time. On dats of writing 
the ineurgents had reached Na t'an, 30 miles 
from Limchow. ‘The telegraph wires have 
been cut at Ko-tdék, and 800 yards stolen. 
‘There are no soldiers in Limchow, all being 
away with the General, but at present there 
are no signs of trouble in Pakhoi. 

ina second letter from the Mission, dated 
24th inst., it was stated that a telegram had 
been received from one So Chi- ming saying 
that the Kau t'ong (Mission Chapel) had been 
broken into, and that robbery with violence had 
taken place. ‘I'he cook in the service of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wicks reached Pakhoi on the 
afteruoon of the 24th, snd reported that on the 
previous day while at (fin “(he people - 
were coming to kill.” Before finishi g their 
meal Mr. and Mrs. Wick jumped ap, 
rushed «ff to the yamen, and were safe. ‘lhe 
cook agaia saw them on the morning of the 
24th, and they were wall. At the Miasion Station 
at t’akhoi it was cousidered probable that Mr. 
and Mrs. Wicks were coming down escorted by 
soldiers. The Gospel Hall, where Mr, 
Mackenzie lived, has b2en thoroughly looted, 
aud so also hasMr, Wicks’ place; everything 
was taken, the doors broken off and other 
destruction caused, but the roof remains 
unbroken, Wong Yuk-leung, (a convert) was 
jujured, On the night of the 23rd the 
Pakhoi commauity, excepting the single mn, 
took refugs on the Siggan (a B. and 8, 
steamer), as the officials were afraid there 
would bs troub:e. On the morning of the 
24th they all want ashore, but iutended to pass 
the night i+ the hespital, 

Another letter, da‘-d May 25th, said that 
Mr. and Mrs. W cks wore awaiting an escort 
and expected to arrive that evening. ‘Che 
officials were short of soldiers, henos the delay 
in sapplying an escort. A gunboat was 
expected.
